in some districts are lield annually. 
'Victoria, twelve or fifteen yf ar.s ago, 
\ised to hold a very creditable 

" show of agricultural and iiorticultural 
products, and a healthy spirit of emul- 
ation was excited amongst producers 
arid their friends. Gradually the in- 
terest flagged — wc have upvcr hcen 
able to ascertain exactly from what 
cause — until at last the exhibitions Ijo- 
canie so meagre as to be conteni])til)le, 
and the public-spirited citizens who 
had i)ronioted them wisely declin- 
ing to havn theii- names associated with 
so transjiareut a Jiosro, abandoned the 
enterprise and there has been no show 

- held hero since, 'i'lic \-ery classes wiiom 
It was sought to Ijcnefit by the exhibi- 
tions were llie lirst to set the example 
of indiflercnco and came to regai-d the ex- 
hibition of their products as tnorc of a 
favor eonferreil on I he uianagors of the 
show tlian an intended benefit totlieni 
sidvcs. The failure at Victoria, how- 
ever, has diminished the ardor of 
agricidtinat societies in tlio country 
districts licreabouLs. Hence wo have a 
Saanioh show and a Cowichan - siiow, 
which aro held annually and which 
this year have attracted many 
visitors from the city. Wo are sorry 
to be forced to the •idinission tliat tiie 
unanimous verdict of those visitors is 
that the ail'airs were miat'nihle failures. 
Everyone who went returned di.saji- 
pointcd and the opinion is unreserv- 
edly expressed that so far from stimu- 
lating agriculture the jioverty of the 
exhibitions was highly injurious to that 
gi'eat and important interest. There 
aro on this island many fertile tlistricts. 
Saanich peninsular when cleared will be 
a garden; Cowichan soil is noted ■ for 
its fertility, and the climate i.s favora- 
ble for the growth of gi-ain, vege- 
tables and fruit.s. Willi these iinport- 
ant elements in our favor we find a])- 
parent retrogression. Where there was 
oneacre ten yearsago therenroten acres 
now cultivated. Live stock has quad- 
rupled ; orchards flourish near every 
farm, yet we spealc the bare truth 
when we assert that with luilf a-do/.en 
exceptions the exhibits were scarcely 
worth mentioning. Ten or twelve years 
ago, when Island agriculture was in 
its swaddling clothes, wo attendetl 
shows at Cowichan and Saanich that 
were fuller, better and more creditable 
in every resi)ect than the recent 
exhibitions. A stranger's opinion, as 
he gazed on tho recent arr,ay,niust have 
been unfavorable to the soil and tlie 
climate. He might never tliink of 
placing the blame where it belonged — 
onii^the farmers therasclvea When 
climate and soil arc favorable, roads 
good and improved agricultural a[)pli- 
ances at hand, far better results must 
bo obtained than those at the 
recent exhibitioii.s, or it will be im 
possible to induce many visitors from 
the city to go out again. We can dis- 
cern no' reason why' these annual ; ex- 
h'iljitions should not improve in' pUce 
of retrograding. The late failure's, in 
the opinion of poisons competent to 
judge, arc attributable to a hick of in- 
terest on tho part of farmers them- 
selves — the very circumstance that 
discouraged Victorians five years ago 
and killed the shows in this city. 

rs THE I'RKSEXT PUBLIC 
LANDING ONLY SIXTEEN 
FEET WIDE!

Tho Proposed City Landine. 

OTpjtrnE' Editor of Tiik Coloni.st:— 
Sir,-^In your issue of the 17th inst. 
yiu- compliment tho City Council on 
the decision they have an-ived at re- 
specting the City landing. When the 
matter came to a vote in the council 
tfirfee- out of ' six councillors voted in 
favor of the exchange, and the motion 
was carried by the casting vote of the 
Mayor. At tho last meeting only two 
out of five Councillors voted in favor 
of the exchange, so that there aro only 
two counpillors who will appreciate 
your compliment. " You state that the 
roadway will not cost tho city more 
than S200. It cost the city" .?80 to 
pass the bill through the legislature 
giving tho Council power to make the 
exchange. Passing the bylaw and ad- 
vertising will run the amount up to 
$140. The cost of nniklng the road is 
estimated at .3300 — leaving .$250 for 
the city to pay, making the expenses 
so'Jfar $390 — arid then what use will 
the''road be to the city without 'a boat 
landing? On Mr. Yates' property wo 
will have but a small sj)ace for boats to

Sir, — Referring to the proposed ex- 
change of public landing and tho new 
building for the construction of which 
tenders aro called by nin : — 

During tiie past few days 1 have 
personally seen and heard much niisro- 
presentation on both these subjects 
made by parties who ai'o working hard 
to defeat tho arranged exchange ; and 
in order to place the matter fairly be- 
fore tho public, 1 desire to ex|)lain tlio 
i)earing of certain clauses in the agn^e- 
Mient which the o])poneuts of the mea- 
sure are torturing to nuslead [)oople. 

Clausr 2, which provides a grade of 
the roadway to suit a doorway in^the 
middle basement of the new buildiitg — 
practically amount.s to nothing and 
uught without injury to Mr. Yates' in- 
terest huvo been left out altogether, as 
a!iy and every grade which could be 
adopted for a roadway could be con- 
veniently tapped from somej)ortion_ of 
the flo6T''of s'liid basement. 

Clause provides that Mr. Yates 
shall at iiis owi\ cost deposit the earth 
and dcljris from the new building on 
tho site of the roadway. This means 
that the filling in of the roadway which 
will be u raa^datni^^ojtitDvill be done 
at tho expense of Mr. Yates, who has 
further to give $50 in cash towards 
making the same complete.

The revenue Cutter Crowiu, which 
was despatched to the North to succor 
tho exploring steamer Jcanotte and two 
whaliDg vessels that at the close of the 
last 8ea.son became packed in the ice, has 
returned to San Prancisco. She pene- 
trated as far north as 71 degrees, 45 
luinutos; and found tho ice fields impen- 
etrable. At Cape Sabine she found bit- 
uninous coalj of excellent (piality which 
she burned freely. Tho ci(ttor visited 
St. LawrencQ Mand, iihd: .'tlierl'r.found a 
most horrible example of tho^cfTect'of tlio 
illicit trade in whiskey. Out of about 
700 inhabitants ovor 500 wfre found 
dead of starvation. The whiskey', which 
was smuggled into the island fronx San 
Francisco and the Hawaiian Iskiiuls, made 
the Indians so improvident that thoj' fail- 
ed to lay in their usual stock of provis- 
ions, which consists principally of walrus 
meat and fish. The littlo storo of food 
that they had on hand wa.s soon consum- 
ed, and there being no source from which 
fresh supplios could be obtained tho 
wretched pcoido were forced to eat their 
dogs and the coverings of thoir boats. 
Then they began to die oft", and 
their desid bodies wore to be seen 
over the hillside's and scattered 
through the deserted villages. Those 
who died last lay where tliey fell, to bo 
eaten by the dogs and wolves. Wholo 
villages were almost entirely depopulated, 
and along the shore visited by tho Corwin 
only a score or two of wretched beings 
wore left out lu" a population of over 500. 
There w.-i;; only one village, containing a- 
bout '200 [lersoiui, which was reported to 
havo oscaiieil (li.sa.ster. This village, how- 
over, was 311 situated that the Corwni could 
not reach it. In their visits to tho north 
the olUcors of the Corwin coasted along 
the Siboriau shore and anchored once in 
the bay where Nordcnsjkold wintered. 
The Corwin went duenorth from this point 
over 400 miles. In the opinion of the 
otliecivs of the Corwin, tho Jeaniiette win- 
tered on the Siberian shore, and is now 
tlnne. Tlio ice, however, came down 
close upon the northern coast of Asia, so 
that the Corwin coidd not m.ike any licad- 
way west. In all probability, tho oflieers 
say, tho Juamiette is west of North Capo. 
Tho Corwin has brought home some very 
interesting specimens for the exam- 
ination of naturalists, namely, more 
or less i)erfect skeletons of mastadons, 
whoso bonos rro found in vast numbers on 
the ground in the vicinity of latitude 07 : 
'M North, 102 West. It would bo very 
eas}' to obtain perfect skeletons of those 
inniienao animals, tho wholo country 
being thickly strewn with their bones. 
The oflieers of the Corwin brought do^vn 
one tusk, which was 11 feet 3 inches long 
and inches in circumforonco. 

I!ncourci?cmoiit to Irlanufaflturors. 

The Victoria, H. C. , Colonid sensibly 
says it is useless for persons to complain 
of tho dullness of the times while making 
no effort to improve tho conditions upon 
which prosperity- depends. Upwards of 
$40,000,000 in gold from thp,, Car iboo 
mines has been sunt away to' purchase in 
foreign markets tho articles that could 
have been raised or manufactured in tho 
province. A constant drain has gone on 
for twentj'-two years, and foreign produ- 
cers have become rieli through the listless 
inditlorence of Columbians. It is not long 
ago -when all the live-stock and agricultur- 
al produce coiiaiimed was imported from 
California or Oregon. That leak has been 
stopped in a great measure, but not until 
the gold yield had begun to wane, and at 
tho present time the latter has almost en- 
tirely ceased. -Now railway construction 
has created a demand for many other 
goods imported fri'rn abroad wliioh ought 
to bo produced in the province, TJw Col- 
onist urges an cll'ort to make Victoria a 
manufacturing lus well as a trade centre, 
and in order to accomplish this advocates 
bonuses from the Provincial Government 
and the city, and the donation of sites by 
real-estate owners, in order to attract . cage 
ital. — ToroHio M(tU._ - r . 'j

takes Fire. 

Tlie alarm of fire at 111 o'clock last 
night was caused by tho partial burning 
of tho steam-tug Beaver lying at Dickson, 
Camijboll it Co.'.-i wharf. Tho fire broke 
out in the ujiperworks, which were almost 
entirely destroyed. The Tiger Company 
threw the first water from two branches 
and was followed by the Deluge Company 
with a powerful stream. The flames were 
entirely quoQched in about 15. minutes., 
The loss will not exceed §500. Tho iSr.eJ 
is siinposed to havo caught fr"in a spark! 
from tho furnaces and to have smouldorod'' 
several hours bofore breaking out. Tho 
Beaver is 45 j'oars old, having been 
launched in 1835, and was the first steam- 
er to enter the Pacific Ocean'. J She i s 
owned by Messrs. Saunders & Wurron.

New YoKK, Oct. IC— Tho rn/«in,.' re- 
ports Sir Alexander T. Gait, Canadian 
minister toTLondon, as saying yesterday 
regarding tho Canada Pacific railroad: 
"When tho road is finished tho province 
of British Columbia will becoino a part of 
Canada, but this talk of our losing British 
Columbia and other provinces besides in 
case it is j^not finished is absurd. Two 
ht^dred^aind sixty-five miles of road have 
been'completed''and it is expeetcil that 
trains will bo running over 700 miles at 
tho end of the year. ^York will be push- 
ed vigorously throughout tho winter and 
this brings up tho quostion of climate. 
Thoy s.ay tho road will bo blocked with 
snow and tlio country rendered uninhab- 
itable for four months in tho year. Now 
tho valleys of Saskatchewan and Athabas- 
ca aio of wonderful fertility. Tho road 
runs on a comparatively low level. It has 
been surveyed throughout and from all 
we can learn tho climate will bo no 
serious obstacle. Tho rainfall seems 
good, and the climate certainly is as good, 
if not better, than that along the line of 
tho Northern Pocific. In fact, instead of 
being blocked by snow, tho road will suf- 
fer less than the Northern or even Union 
Pacific, because tho Canadian crosses tho 
Rocky mountains at a very low pass, (tho 
Toto Jauno pass) which is only 3,000 foot 
in lioight. We don't expect any serious 
inconvenience from snow or cold. The 
oost'ot'n ' terminus of the rond is Lake 
Nippising, just northwestof Ottawa, whore 
it connects with other Canadian railroads 
and the western terminus will bo Burrard's 
Inlet at tho mouth of Eraser rivor. For 
500 or 000 miles in tho western part of 
the road it will run through a compara- 
tively unsettled, lather mountainous, and 
in places, barren country. Tt has boon 
suggested that it would be more profitable 
for the road to stop on tho eastern aide of 
the Rocky mountains. In that case it 
would be only a local and not a through 
line. It ia with hope and expectation 
of seciiring through business and out- 
bfddini^ more southerly seaports on the 
western coast that the line will bo built. 
Wo expect to gain for it a largo part of 
tho great carrying trade across the Pacific 
for the reason that our western terminus will 
bo 1,000 miles further north than San 
Francisco." 

Ottawa, Oct. 16 — Members of the 
firm of Morton, Rose & Oo., London, 
and an attaohd of the Paris bank inter- 
ested in tho Canadian Pacific railway syn- 
dicate arc expected hero to-morrow. Near- 
ly all tho Canadian members of the .syn- 
dicate are liero, and lion.
